Long. Live the Forest! 
I wonder if ever Local Walkers trod more 
desolate terrain than we did on Sunday, 
October 21, when we went on-the scheduled 
hike to Chianti Camp. From the place 
where we crossed lidgecrest Road, near the 
Meadow Club, until our return, we walked 
along a route streyvm with the ashes of 
shrubs and trees burned in the récent 
-lrin County holocaust, The desolation 
was like that which one associates with 
the desert after prolonged drought, when 
even burro bushes look dead and cacti 
shrivel, The blackened, ashy front of 
Pine iiountain above Lagunitas Canyon rea 
sembled nothing so much as some sun-baked 
canyon side above Death Valley, Lapgun- — 
itas Canyon was, in its way, a canyon of 
Death. Along the trail were the charred 
carcasses of squirrels and deer which 
failed to escape the flames, and the un- 
told numbers of animals, large and small, 
furreéd and feathered, that were entirely 
consuned cannot be estimated, 

For countless ages the hills and low- 
‘e® mountains of California have been 
ravaged by fire and plant communities 
have develoved that “can tale it". The 
eoastal brush formation or chaparral ; 
which is so susceptible to fire, is very 
quick to recover, the nev growth coming 
from fast-growing seeds or from root_and 
stump sprouts, -\lthough we visited the 
devastated area just three weeks after 
the fire, we found nore than a dozen 
species of plants already sprouting 
from root or crorm--two ferns, four 
shrubs and over a haif-dozen herbs. 

The shrubs and herbs vill recover 
quickly, but the beauty of the forest is 
gone for a longer or shorter time. The 
redwood, one of the trees most tenacious 
of life, is injured by fire but not 
killed--so the redwoods will be out in 
leaf, in a bunchy sort of way, within a 
year. iot so the Douglas fir--it is. 
killed by fire and although it is a 
fast growing tree, it will be years before 
the beautiful forest of Laguintas Canyon 
is replaced. Until the fir forest 
_again becones dotindnt,’ there will be 
e heavy growth of ‘Shrubs; the commonest 
_and finest axiong which vill be the 
‘lountain lilac.” | oe,

A METECROLCGICAL POSTSCRIPT 
by.

2 Yueh has een said and aritten ubout the 


strong wind, high temperature and low 
hunidity.of September 27, the day on 
which the j‘arin fire started, That sort 
of wind,-well kmovm in climatology, is 
caused by masses of cold, dry air, under 
high pressure, descending as super-dry 
hot air on loylands under lov pressure. 
On September 27 there was an extreme . 
"high" over Utah, Ilevada and the Pacific 
Northwest with an extensive "low" fron 
Arizona and southern California northward 
west of the Sierra--and a strong wird re- 
Such winds have names in differ- 
ent regions of the world where they occur 
at certain times of the year: ‘in central 
Burope they dre the "Foehn" winds; ir, 
central jlorth Anérica they are the 
"Chinook" winds and in southern Califor- 
nia they are the "Santa Anas", 

On September 27, Charles Tovmsend and I 
climbed itt. Dana in the face of a fierce 
northeast gale that seemed bent on blowing 
all air out of ilevada into California. 
Not only was it so strong that it actual- 
ly blevr us to the ground several times 
but it was bitterly cold, Snow, that ~ 
had fallen the week before. was blown 
bacl: over the crest in a small snow 
banner, so that we went through a "second- 
hand snowstorm" to reach the summit. I 
found the ground frozen solid when I tried 
to collect sone plants. The view from 
the top, unobstructed by cloud or haze, 
was clear to the farthest horizon. l%ono 
whipped by the wind, was decked 
with great arcs of foam.

We came to Yolohama.on Auszust 30th and 
were the first Allied ship inside the 
breakwater, We had to dock and set up 
a warehouse for receiving the Pdl%s 
and to be ready when the treaty was 
sirnedyg Other ships have come and gone 
but we are still here, ‘fe are hoping 
to leave early in Novenber, I have my 
heart set on being home for Christnas, 

Itve taken a few little excursions, 
The most interesting was in the mount- 
ains to a hot springs resort, Ifiyano- 
shitae The country is beautiful but 
the people and their houses are 
wretched, I also visited both the 
Shinto shrine and the Buddhist Shrine 
at Kemalura, ‘Je met a Japanese who 
had graduated from the University of 
California and he took us to the home 
of the High Priest of the Shinto Shrine 
where we had tea, “'e left our shoes 
outside and sat on a flat cushion around 
a low table, Later we went to the home 
of the Buddhist Hish Priest where we 
again had tea, He dressed up in his 
ceremonial robes and posed for pictures, 

I am enclosing the Stars and Stripes 
with the account of the 27th Infantry 
Division planting the American flags atop 
its Fujiyama.
